In  1897  two  summer  playgrounds,  (one  for  white  and  one 
for  colored  children)  were  established  and  maintained  by 
Miss  Eliza  Ridgely  and  Miss  Eleanor  Freeland,  assisted  by  a 
few  friends. 

In  the  following  year  an  Association  was  formed,  and  in 
the  two  succeeding  years  the  scope  of  the  work  was  greatly 
enlarged  through  a  more  general  interest,  and  by  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  School  and  Park  Boards,  in  permitting  the  use 
of  school  yards  and  parks.  In  1902  the  Association  main- 
tained twenty  playgrounds  (seven  in  parks,  the  remainder  in 
school  yards)  and  partly  supported  a  swimming  shore  for 
boys.  In  this  year  circulating  libraries  were  added  to  some 
of  the  grounds  and  proved  an  attractive  feature.  In  1903 
there  were  twenty-two  playgrounds  and  in  1904,  notwith- 
standing retrenchment  due  to  the  great  fire,  nearly  the  same 
number.  In  1903  a  regular  training  class  for  playground 
directors  was  organized,  holding  its  session  one  night  each 
week  from  January  to  May.  This  class  has  since  been  an 
established  feature  of  the  work  and  its  effects  are  noticeable 
in  the  increased  enthusiasm  and  efficiency  of  the  directors. 


TKHorfe  of  tbe  XTrammo  Class. 


The  Training  Class  is  composed  of  young  women  who 
are  candidates  for  positions  as  directors  of  the  playgrounds. 
The  members  must  be  graduates  or  seniors  of  a  public  or 
private  school  or  of  a  training  school  for  kindergartners, 
and  they  pay  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  for  the  course. 

The  course  includes  :  A  number  of  lectures  and  talks  by 
prominent  educators,  papers  on  assigned  topics  written  by  the 
pupils;  practice  in  all  kinds  of  games  (athletic,  quiet  and 
kindergarten)  and  instruction  in  various  occupations  suitable 
to  playgrounds. 
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The  Playground  Directors  are  selected  by  the  Training 
Class  Committee  from  the  candidates,  and  in  1905  nearly 
sixty  members  were  enrolled.

The  Arundell  Club  of  Baltimore  united  with  the  Play- 
ground Association  in  inviting  Mr.  Joseph  Lee,  of  Boston,  to 
deliver  a  lecture  before  the  class,  April  6th,  1905,  in  McCoy 
Hall,  Johns  Hopkins  University.  A  large  and  enthusiastic 
audience  was  present  and  we  attribute  to  this  lecture  much 
of  the  increased  interest  and  success  of  the  playgrounds  dur- 
ing the  following  summer. 

Equipment  and  Occupation  in  Playgrounds. 

Each  playground  has  a  director  and  an  assistant,  a  sand 
pen,  swings,  see-saws,  May  pole,  basket  ball,  balloon  ball,  etc. 

Some  of  the  park  playgrounds  have  two  assistants. 

In  the  park  playgrounds  the  children  were  afforded  un- 
usual opportunities  (through  the  generous  offer  of  Mr. 
Robert  Garrett)  in  the  use  of  the  gymnasia  established  by 
him,  including  his  trained  instructors  in  gymnasium  work 
and  athletic  games.  Six  of  the  grounds  have  circulating 
libraries.  The  Enoch  Pratt  Library  loaning  the  books  in 
cases.  Miss  Harriet  Blogg,  Miss  Miriam  Cover,  and  Miss 
Isabel  Lazarus  were  librarians. 

The  occupations  are  graded  to  interest  all,  from  the  child 
of  three  to  the  boy  or  girl  of  sixteen.  Tracing  of  picture 
cards,  making  scrap-books  with  magazine  pictures,  cutting, 
tearing  and  folding  of  paper,  sewing,  crocheting,  embroider- 
ing, hemstitching,  basketry,  whitling,  chair  caning  and  the 
making  of  hammocks  and  crab  nets. 
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Number,  Name  and  Location  of  Playgrounds, 
with  statistics. 

During  the  summer  of  1905  there  were  ten  park  play- 
grounds and  fourteen  schoolyard  playgrounds.  These  were 
supported  by  various  churches,  several  clubs  (as  the 
Phoenix  Club  and  Council  of  Jewish  Women),  The  Woman's 
College  of  Baltimore,  and  individual  gifts.  There  were  6798 
children  on  roll  in  the  playgrounds— an  aggregate  far  below 
the  total  number  in  attendance.  For  example  :  At  Patterson 
Park  playground  during  the  past  summer  the  superintendent 
of  that  park  counted,  one  morning,  1500  children  at  play  in 
the  playground,  and  on  several  other  days,  over  a  thousand. 
Yet  there  were  only  530  names  on  roll.

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The  cooking  class  at  Riverside  Park  Playgrounds  was  a 
special  feature  of  the  work.  It  was  made  up  of  twenty-one 
girls,  seven  on  duty  each  day.  Instruction  in  cooking, 
serving,  setting  the  table  and  table  etiquette  was  given  by  a 
trained  teacher,  Miss  Alice  Hanson. 

Sales  of  cake  and  bread  made  by  children  helped  to  sup- 
port the  work.  The  members  of  the  class  were  also  given 
instruction  in  marketing.  Improvement  in  household 
economy  in  homes  and  neighborhoods  has  been  a  marked 
result  of  this  special  work. 

Hxms  for  tbe  jfuture. 

The  playgrounds  open  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.  and  close  at  12 
noon.  In  many  sections  of  the  city  the  afternoon  would 
claim  a  larger  attendance,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Asso- 
ciation to  receive  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  support  an 
afternoon  session,  at  least  in  the  parks ;  also  to  have  circu- 
lating libraries  in  all  the  grounds.  An  additional  amount  of 
seven  hundred  dollars  would  do  this.  We  hope  to  have 
some  special  offers  for  this  work  during  the  coming  season. 
In  conclusion  we  present  this  report  to  the  public  with  the 
hope  that  the  work  may  become  more  extensively  known 
and  may  awaken  a  more  widespread  and  active  interest.

Xibrarp  IReport* 


The  library  work  begun  tentatively  in  1902,  is  now  so 
well  established  in  the  playgrounds  that  it  is  felt  to  be  one 
of  the  most  important  branches  of  the  work  among  children. 
The  beginning  was  very  small  indeed.  A  few  books  given 
out  for  home  reading,  and  distributed  for  reading,  during 
playground  hours,  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  summer  of 
1902.  In  1905  six  libraries  were  sustained  with  three  librarians. 

The  library  at  Woman's  College  Playground  No.  1  (Ridgely 
and  Barre  Streets)  was  open  three  days  a  week,  when  books 
were  read  and  given  out,  and  stories  were  told  to  the  children. 
The  same  plan  of  work  was  followed  in  Riverside  Park.  At 
both  playgrounds  the  story  hour  was  a  feature  that  last  year 
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had  developed  into  one  of  the  most  successful  methods  of 
entertaining  the  children.  The  little  readers  required  one 
another  to  be  quiet  when  in  the  library  during  story-hour, 
and  indeed  at  all  times.  It  was  a  very  bold  little  tot  who 
ventured  to  brave  public  opinion  as  expressed  by  his  com- 
panions, by  being  rude  or  unkind  in  the  library,  however 
unruly  he  might  be  outside.  The  children  who  came  regu- 
larly to  the  library  were  markedly  more  courteous  at  the  end 
of  the  summer  than  at  the  beginning. 

It  is  difficult  to  tell  the  number  of  books  actually  read. 
The  habit  of  reading  was  acquired  by  a  few,  who  read  with 
earnestness.  Several  individual  cases  might  be  named,  one 
at  least  is  somewhat  remarkable.  A  little  girl  of  ten  years 
read  during  the  summer  twenty-five  books,  and  in  nearly 
every  case  repeated  the  story  of  each  book  accurately  and 
well.  This  child  has  a  vocabulary  that  would  be  noticeable  in 
any  child,  but  in  one  of  her  class  is  wonderful.  During  the  past 
winter  this  little  girl  wrote  to  her  teacher  of  the  summer  be- 
fore that  she  had  read  so  many  fairy  tales  that  she  was  liv- 
ing in  an  enchanted  land.  A  visit  to  the  narrow,  crowded  street 
where  this  small  reader  lives  maks  one  thankful  for  the 
enchantment  that  has  come  through  books  to  the  little  life. 

The  books  used  in  the  playgrounds  are  sent  from  the 
Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library,  where  Mrs.  Grimes  is  in  charge 
of  this  branch  of  the  Pratt  Library  work,  and  her  assistants 
co-operated  heartily  with  the  librarians  of  the  playgrounds. 


^Treasurer's  IReport. 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  treasurer  of  the  Children's 
Playground  Association  makes  to  its  friends  this  report  of  a 
successful  financial  year. 

The  amount  of  money  contributed  exceeds  by  three  hun- 
dred dollars  the  contributions  of  last  year ;  and  even  more 
gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  Association  is  the  fact  that 
this  represents  a  much  larger  number  of  contributors  than 
ever  before,  indicating  an  increased  and  widening  interest  in 
the  work. 

One  contribution  we  think  deserves  special  mention.  The 
colored  people  out  of  their  limited  means  have  given  over 
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$115  to  the  support  of  their  playgrounds.  Results  like  this 
are  always  encouraging,  expressing  as  they  do  the  co-opera- 
tion of  some  of  those  for  whom  this  work  has  been  estab- 
lished. 

This  report  must  not  close  without  an  expression  of  ap- 
preciation to  those  of  you  who  have  made  possible,  through 
your  generosity,  this  philanthropy.  It  is  our  belief  that  the 
future  holds  still  more  wonderful  opportunities  which,  with 
your  assistance,  we  would  grasp  and  use  for  the  cheering  and 
elevating  of  those  lives  less  bright  than  ours.
